twoon tlie is advaucing with inciorging veliomance and danger, 
Tho tendency on tho one sido 18 bocoming moro retrograde, on the 
olhor moro revolution y ; hocauso tho wunpagsibility of rocanciling 
tho two opposing forces i folt moo and mote strongly, Novor 
wos Lis postlion of affairs moro manifest than now, Tio restorn- 
tion of Lheology to ils original powoi, supposing such n thing wore 
poasihlo, would havo to most degrading ifinonee on tho intellect, 
and, conscquontly, on tho ohiaractor alao , ainco it would juvolve tho 


borl of Wostorn Lwrope, hy bho very fact of ila teurtianary 
tendonces, upon the prontost of all rortut quealious, IL in owing 
to its influcneo that Gho cenlyal port of tha new aynthonin {a 
placed in owt snoral rathot than our iilolectual uutine , and this, 
in apito of avory prqudica nud hehil of thought Ghul na heow 
formed during tho rovalutionury yorwd of tha Inat five eanturies 
And while in tls, wirch 18 the prmmty comlition of social oi pani 
gation, Postliviam proves moto ofliciont thin ‘Theology, ib al the 
same time toimuetes the disunion which fa extated no lon ho- 
txean tho intollect and the hearl, Foi 1 follows Inyieally fom tla 
pimnerples, and also from the whole apirtt of the syalein, that tho 
infallect shall bo free fo exercise 118 full shai of inthnes in vyary 
dopirtment of human hie ‘When at is sant Wat tha intalloob 
should bo subordinate to the henit, what is areant 18, dint tho ine 
tellect shonld dovolo itself oxcluaively to tho reeans which the 
heart sugecsts, the ultimate objoct Loing to flied proper xutiafiation 
for our various wonts Wathont tua Jimilelion, axprriauca hus 
shown too clearly that it would almost always follaw its natural 
bant for uxcless or itsolullo questions, whiah are (he most plonti- 
ful mud tho camest to deal with But whon any problem of a 
logitunate kiod lings been onoo propasad, 1b18 tho sgle juga of tho 
method 40 bo pursied, and of tho utility of Uio rasulla obtuined, 
{ts province 18 to onqturo mto Lho progunt, in ordot to foresau tho 
futuro, und to discover tho inoans of improving it. Tn tlua 
provinces it 38 nol bo ho interfored wilh Lina word bho intelleot 13 
to bo lho aorvant of tho licatt, nol its slave, Unlor hore two 
corrdntive cenditions tho olemonts of our nature will at luat bo 
brought into harmony ‘Tho equilibrmm of theao two oloimnonte, 
once cstabhsbed, is 11 htils daugor of boing disturbed. Jor sinco 
ib 18 equally favourable to both of thom, boll will bo interoaled in 
maointaming it, Tho fact that Reason an modoin timos laa hoeoino 
hobituated to rovolt, 1s no ground for enpposing that it will 
always elm sts rovolutionory charactor, even whion ile logiteniato 
claims have boon fully antiafied. Supposing tho cago to arixo, low. 
evel, society, as] shall show afterwards, would nob bo without 
the menne of roproasing any profonsions thal wore aubvoraiva of 
order, Thore ig wnother pot of view which may assure ug that

Ow doetiine, theofore, ia one which pondora —Thoauboedt-

Tho apirit aud the primelple of tho synthesis which 0% — coord 
all true philosophors should ondoavoin to osta)lish, ixtenm Or 
linvo wow beon delined.

to w cantusotl approhonaion of this teach, thet philosophors Inthorta, 
m frammg Chew syatons of human natuo, hayo dealt almost 
oxclusivaly with our intellestual faonllres, 
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Tho neceesity of commencing with tho co-ordination of idnus ig 
not moroly duo to the fost that tho relations of thera being more 
aimplo ani inore susceptible of demonstration, forin a useful logical 
proparation for tho rooauider of tho Wake On closer vxnminintion 
we flud a moro important, though lusa olviuns reason. If this fires 
porbun of tho work b3 oneo ofhciontly porfuimol, ib ie the 
foundation of oll tho rost, In what remning no very sorious 
dalficulty will occur, provided always that wo contont omnelves with 
that degre of complotonoss which the ultimate purpose of tho 
ayatom requires. 

To givo such paramount importance to this lnleg vf Lho sul- 
jecb may Boom ab firat sight inoonsistont with tho proposition just 
lad down, that the strongth of tho mtolloctunl faculties ia fir in- 
fonor to that of tho othor sloments of our ualure = Lt os yuite 
carlain that Foohng and Activity have inuch murs to do wath any 
practicol step thal we take than pure Reseon, fn atlompling ty 
caploin this paradox, wo coment Inet lu the poculiar difheutty uf 
this great problom of human Unity, 

Tho first condition of umty 18 a sulyoetive principle; and this 
priticiple im tha Positive syatom ia tho auhordinatian of Uo intolleet 
fo tho heart. Wathout thie the umty that wo svok enn nove ho 
placod on a pormancnt basie, whothe individually or colluctlvoly. 
Tt 1s essential to have somo influcucs suflicionly powoiful to pro 
duce convergence omid tho hetorogoncons nid often nntnyunistio 
tanlonoics of so complex an ongnmain as ours. But thia Nret con 
dition, indispensablo os if ia, would bo quite inentlioont for the 
purpose, without somo objective basis, oxisting mdepondontly of 
ourselves 10 the oxtornal world. ‘Ihat basis coneata for ug in tho 
laws or Ordar of tho phonomona by which lfumanity ia regulated, 
Theo subjection of huinan life to this ordor is heontoatnble, and ax 
soon as tho intolloct has snabled us lo comprehiond it, it becomes 
possiblo for tho fooling of love tc oxorcies a controlling influcnee 
ovor our discordant tondoumoes ‘This, thon, is the mission nlluttal 
to tho intellect in the Pomtivs synthosie; in this aonso it is that it 
should bo consecrated te tho service of tho henrt 

T havo said that our concoption of human umty must ho tolall 
vnxlequate, and, mdood, cannot doscive tho namo, a0 long as ft 
docs not oubrace cvory clomont of our nano, But it would bo 
equally fatal to the complotoness of thie gront concoption to think 
of human nature inospoctivoly of what lies outalde it, A purely 
Bulyjective unity, without any obyeelivo basis, wonld bo almply 
imposeiblo In the first placo any attempt to co-ordinate man’s 
moral nature, without regard to tho external world, supposing tha 
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attempt fensiblo, would havo vory Litto permanont miles on 
ow happiness, whother collochivoly or individually, smeo happi- 
noas deponds 60 largoly upon om volavions to all (hat oxals arownd 
ng Bosiles this, wo hive Lo consular tho exeeoding iperfeclion 
of om nntare = Solf-lovo ia deeply wnplunted in at, and when left 
to ilsolf 13 far sliongor Linn Social Sympathy. ‘Cho social inalincts 
wonld nove: gain the amastery wore they vot snetained and called 
into constant wxoioiao by tho economy of tho oxternal world, au in- 
flucnie which at the some tine checks the power of the solfish 
institu ty 

‘Yo nudevalaud his economy aright, wa unuist roman 
ov that iL ombracea not inuraly tho inoriuue world, Ny tt Lio aclt 
Int alvo tha plianamena of our own existonco ‘Uho Mt soot 
phenomena of lunnan Iifo, though moio macifinble Lay 
than eny othors, aio yol equally subject to invariable < 
Iuwa; Inws which form ihe mimeipal oljcots of Positive spocula- 
tion Now tho bonovolont aflections, which Lhomsclyos act in 
Imumony wilh tho laws af social devolopmont, inolino us Lo submit 
lo all othor laws, a8 300n as tho intellect lings discuveved thay 
existence ‘Tho poyilntity of moral unity depends, thaefore, oyun 
im the erso of tho individual, bnt suull wnoio in Lat of sovioty, upon 
tha nevessily of recom one subjeehou lo an oxtenmal powet 
Ry Quis newts on selfrgeinloygs natincls avo romteed snecoplably 
of disuplne — fi themselves they ave alvong ouongl lo neutralizo 
all syinpathotio Leudancies, wore ib not for tho support that tho 
Inter find in Uns Mxtonal Oidor, Ils dhaeovery xs dno to the wm- 
tellect ; which is tls onliatedl in the aaivice of fooling, with tho 
nitimato purposo of regulating uclion. 

‘This it ig Hat an intelloctual synthosis, or syatumatie study of 
tho Inws of nature, 18 neoded on frr higher grounds tun those of 
sabisfying om Lhoorelical faculties, which ave, for tho most purt, 
yory fooble, even m mon who dovolo Uiameelyas bo a lifoof thought 
It is uiceduil, becauso ib solves ab oned bho moat diMeuly pioblom of 
tho nom ayntheas, ‘Tho Inghor impolsas willnn ng mio brought 
unidor ty inivoneo of a powerful stimulus from withont. By it. 
menna thoy we wnublod to conhol am discordant mpulsoy, and lo 
naimlain a alato of Inmony towards which thoy have ahvays 
tonded, Jub which, without auch nal, conld never bo realised 
Moroover, thia conception of tho oda of natno evidently snpplics 
tho basie for aynthess of human action, for tho eflierey of ow 
actions cleponds ontirly npen thei conformily lo Uns ordor, But 
Wng part of the anbjcct tins Leon fully o\plamed im iny previous

Tho anbjective principle of Pusitiviem, tat 1, tle anbordination 
of tho intallect to the hwavt is Ui fortified by an alyce tive basis, 
tho immutable Necessity of the oxternnl would 5 wtal hy this seats 
it becomes possiblo to brag human Ifo within tho influence of 
gocinl sympathy ‘Tho superiority of the now synthema to tho old 
Ia oven more ovident undor Una socond Apel than unieler the 
first. In theological systems the objective baxia was applied by 
apontaneous behef mm a supcinaliral Wit New, whntavor tho 
dearce of realty attuibuled to theas hcfiuna, thoy all proceeded 
from a subjective source ; nud therefore their iuflvones im moat 
cases must have boon vory confused and Suictunting In ieapeet of 
moral checiplins they cannot be comymied ailher for yuceisim, for 
fores, or for slability, fo tho conception of an anvaimudla Onder, 
actually existing without us, and attestet, whellor wo will ov no, 
by ovory act of onr oxistonco 

Team This fundamental deetring of Positive sa nob to be 
tonottiiete ablributed im tho full breadth of ate weamngs to ony 
femal Order single thinhor It is Uno slaw reantt of a vast procoas 
dually grow cained ont in sopargte dapartinonts, which bagat wilh 
weet tune tho Arst nso of our intollectunl poworr, and which is 
ae Pee only just comploted im theao whe oxlibil these powers 

nee’ om thor nghest form, Dining the long ponad of hor 
infancy Humanity has boen proparing this Lo worst preciona of hor 
intolleetual attainments, ne the basis Jor tho only system of life 
which is pormancntly adapted to om natuvo ‘Tho cloctiino hea to 
bo demonstrated 17 all tho moro casential cases from observation 
only, except so for aa wo admit avgnmont from annlagy, Tdedue 
tivo arbument is not adinissiblo, oxcapl in auch casos aa are 
evidently compounded of othos im which tho proof given haa boun 
sufficient ‘Thus, for instance, wo uro authonaod by sound Jogio 
to assert the existonco of Iawa of woathor ; though most of Uhaso 
aro still, and, pahaps, always will ho, unknown, Tor If ia eloar 
(Hat moteorological phenomana result from a combination of astro- 
nomicel, physical, and chemical jnflnonces, each of whiol has baen 
proved to bo subject to invariablo lnws, Butin all phonomona

motaphyaical method, to whioh modern intollects aro Bo udidicled, 
tho concoption of an Ixtermnal Onler 18 atill oxtromely imporfect mm 
many of tho most cullivalod minds, becanae Uicy havo not vorified 
it suMciontly in tho most imtricalo and important class of phe- 
noutena, fhe phonomone of society. Tam not, of course, apcaking 
of the fow thinkers who accept my dhyecvery of the principal Inwe 
of Sociwlogy, Such wncatauily in ea subject ea closely related to 
ntl cllioa, produces gront confusion in men’s minds, and aileats 
thoir peresplion of an wyarinble ordo, even in the simplest anb- 
jecls. A moof of this js tho utter delusion into which most 
goomotricians of tho present dny havo fnllon wath yospect to what 
thoy enl] Ure Calculng of Chanoos ; a concoption winch prosnppascs 
that tho phononona considera aro nol mubject lo am Tho 
doctimne, therafors, cannot bo considored og firmly ostablishod in 
Any Ono cngo, Unt) iL hag been verified specially nm every ona of the 
primary categories in which phenomonn inay bo classed But now

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withstanding tho absenca uf any sysicmntre appreciation of tbese 
great men, yet from the ioverenea with which thay are generally 
regarded, we can hardly doubt that the celebration hore proposed 
would mect with ready acceptance throughout Western Europe 

To illustrate my meaning stall further, I may observa that his 
tory presenta cases whiero oxactly the opposite couse 18 ealled for, 
ne whieh shonld be held up not foi approbation but for infamy. 
Blame, st 1s teue, ahould nat be carriad to tho same oxtent 08 praist, 
decausc it stimulates tho destuictive instincis lo a degree which 13 
always painful and sometimes injunious, Yet strong covdennation 
is eecasionally desirable It strengthens social feslings and princ- 
plea, if only by giving more sign'ficance to our approval Thus I 
would suggest that afte: demg honour to the thies great meu wha 
have done so much to promote tbe development of om 1ace, there 
should bea selemn reprohation of the two piinerpul opponents cf 
progress, Juban and Renaparte , the latter beng the more ertmunal

The principal function ef the aprritual power is to direct the 
futuro of somety by means af edttention, aud, ase supplementary 
part of education, ta pronounce judgmont upon tho past in the 
mode here yndicated Bub there are funct.ons of anothor kind, 
Telsting more immediately tv the preeent, and these too result 
naturally from its posilon as an edneating hotly, If the educa 
tors are men worthy of ther position, 1b will give them an mfluonee 
over the whele course of practical life, whethe: private or public, 
Of course 16 will increly be the mfluence of counscl, and practical 
men will bo freo to accept er reject it, but its weight may be very 
considerable when given prudently, and when the authonty from 
which 1t preccods 23 recognized os competent. The questions 
on winch its advice 2s most necded are the relations between 
different classes 1s achon will ba eoextennive with the diffusion 
of Positive prnaples, for nations professing the eame faith, and 
sharing in the samo edncation, will naturally accept the same intel- 
dectual and morol directors In the woxt chapter I shall treat 
thia eubject mors m detail.

dosira which all mon feol of prolonging thon Ifo inte tho nit, 
And tho incronsod foreo of Publio Opimon will cnireypond fe tho 
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and ilg constant conformity with foots faciliinto Lhe iecopaition of 
its principles, and romoyo all obsctutly mi thon a yplication, Thoy 
are nat te ba ovadod by sublorfnges hko thoso Lo which motaphyaical 
and thoologieal principles, from thoi vagiio and absolute charnctor, 
hayo beon always tiablo. Again, Wie unary principle of Posiliviam, 
which 19 to judge overy question by the sinudard of social interoste, 
is in iteclt a direct appoal to Pubho Ommon; alneo tho public 
is ualurally tho yudgo of the good or bad offaol of uulion upon the 
common wolfnyo, Ditoe theological and anclaphysieal systons 
no appeal of this sol waa recogitised, boone the objects uphold 
sa tho highest aims of lifo woro puroly porgonal.

Piuiciplos such as these, harcd on reason, 
ai rendermg our conduct indepondoent of tho »nnpulses of tho 
moment, are the only means of sitelanung the vigour of Socrnl 
Feeling, and at to anma time of saving na from tho errors to which 
ile unguided angeestions 80 often leat. TDireat und constant culture 
of Social Fecling in jntbhe as woll ag im private lifo 18 no donbt tho 
first condition of moiality. But tho natal aliongth of Self-Love

courao of conduct muat bo traced beforehand im all import lant cages 
by tho aid of demonstrable ptincipics, adeplod at first upon trust, 
and afterwaide from conviction. 

There is no arb whatever m wineh, hawovor ardont and aircore 
our desire to euceced, wo can chepanes with kuowledgo of the nature 
and conditiona of the object arned nb Moral and polilieal con- 
duct 18 assmedly not exempt from auch an obligation, although 
wea aro more influonced in tla cnso by tho diroot promplinga of 
techng than in any other of tho arts of lifo. 1% has beon shown 
only too cloarly by many sitsking instances how far Sooial Foohug 
may lead us astray whon it 18 not dirocted by mght principles. Tt 
was for want of fixed convictions that the nollo sympathios 
eutortamed by tho French nation for the rast of Knropo at io 
outset of tho Rovotution so scon degonarated inte forcible oppression, 
when her retrograde leader began his seduetive nppen!t to solfish 
pissions Invargs onacs ara still mora comnion , val thoy illustrate 
ths connaction of feeling and opinion as oléarly ua tho others A 
falso somal doctrino has ofton fayoured tho natural ascondenoy of 
Holijove by giving a perverted concoption of public woll-bozng, 
Thig has been too plainty oxemplifod in our own timo by tho 
doplorable influence which Maltlius's sophustioal theory of maulatied 
obtained in England. ‘This meclnavous orror mot wilh vory little 
seceptance in the rest of Europo, and it has boon already rotated 
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body of supporters aullictent to make Lhe waight of thoee principlos 
fot Now ib was here that Catholicisin proved ao weale; and 
thorofove, avon havi itd dactrins byeon lous ponshablo, its Aceline was 
unavoidable, But the defoot is amply aupplied in tho new spitual 
ordor, which, a9 J) have hofore shawn, will weoive the Baepliat 
support of tho workmg aluasos, And the nead of euch assistance 
ja as cortuin as the readiness wilh which it will bo yielded.

practical life, if Public Oymion wore nob constantly at hund Lo 
anypaib tho good inclinations of dividuals ‘The mduous shingle 
of Bool eoligy ngainnt Solf-lova requires tho conalant assertion 
of trag prineyplos Lo remove incortamty aa to Lho proper comss ol 
aolion in each eano Bub ib requires alao something incic = ‘Tha 
strong reaction of A}! upon Tagh is neclod, whothor lo control 
adliisimers ov to atinulato aympalhy, ‘Tho toncdoney of om pvor 
and wonk sinkure to give way Uo dlio lower propensiies is 80 great 
that, bul for tlie univoraal co oprration, leoling aud Rensan would 
bo alinoat inadequate lo thay tasle In tho working class we find 
tho requisite conditiona ‘Lhoy wall, as wo havo seon, form the 
prinoipal antico of opiman, nol weioly from thor munerical 
silperiorily, ut alao from thoi intolleotunl aud ioral quatitios, ne 
woll ay from the infnoncs directly duo to thon social position, 
‘Thus it ig that Vosiliviain viows tho great problem of human life, 
and shows 16 for tho Jliat time that the besos of a solution alroady 
oxial in the very airnotivo of tho soon) organisa. 

Woking mon, whether as indivicurls or, what is workin 
alill more important, collactivoly, aro now al hbaily to ™s"s shite 
oribloiga all the detaits, and ovon tho gonoral principles, of Lho social 
aystom undor which Uioy live; affeoung, aa xt nocossanily does, 
Womeclves inoro neaily than any othor olass. ‘Che remarkable 
eagorness lately shown by our pooplo to form olube, though thoro 
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poctal truth will Jargoly increago their imlluonce, by giving dom a 
moro settled charactor and © moro important vim So far fiow 
heing ni any way destructivo, they form a natural thoug)t iniperfect 
modul of the moro of hfe which wall ultimately be adopted i tho 
regenerate condition of Tiumanily, In tlieso nicns social 
sympathies aro kept in constant netion by a stimulus of a most 
benofieial kind, ‘They offer tho specdicat and inost oflectual inenng 
of claboratmg Public Opinion the at least ia tho casv when thore 
has boon a fain measuro of individual training. No one at presont 
has any ulon of tho oxtent of tho advantages which will ono day 
sping fiom those apontancons ineatings, whien ihere is in adoquate 
system of goneral pnnciples to direct thom. Synvitnul reoiganiza- 
tion will fiud them its principal }ingis of support, for thoy socure 
v8 acesptanes by the people; and this wall havo tho grealo weight, 
becauas it will be always givon without compulsion ov violonce 
The objection that meotings of this kind may lond to dangerous 
poliieal agitation, resis wpon a misinterpretntion of tle ovents af 
the Rovolution, So far from thar stinulating o desire for whut 
aro called poliical nights, or oncouinging then exercise in those 
who possess tliem, then tondency 16 quite in the oppusile dursction, 
Thoy will soon divert workane anen eutively frow al} usalees at- 
fompts to intorfore with sxisting political metitntions, and ing 
thom to thew true social finotion, that of asmating and cauying 
out tho operations of the new spiritual power. Lt ie a noblo 
eae winch 1s thus hold ont to then hy Positivisin, a prospoct 
at more inviting than nny of the wnctaphysical illusions of tho day 
Tho real intontion of the Clit ja to form a provisirinl aulstitute 
for tha Church of old times, o1 rathor to prepme tho way for tho 
teligious building of tho naw form of worslup, tho worslap of 
Tlumamty ; which, as I shall explain In a subsequent chapter, will 
bo gradually mntrodnced undor tho regonarating jusluenco of Positive 
doatrine, Undor our prosont ropubhcan govormmont all piogreasive 
tondoncics aro allowed froo scope, and thoroforo at will not bo loug 
before oui peopto aceopt this now vont for socint sympathice, which 
in formor times could find oxpression only in Catholicism,

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have had somo found, ad waually has a permanent body of

thie Inecuatatoney die for a tino oxiat amder tho ieyntivo and 
doatrnetivo infhionea of Tiotestuntian and Desin, hotawse men's 
thonghta wo for die tino entiialy inkon wp wilh the atiugels to 
escape fiom tho wdiogmade dondencies of Catholicism, Dury uhis 
long poriod of insnrecction, cach individual hecwnoa sort of pucet 5 
ench, that ia, fullawed hia own niterpretation of o doctrine which 
neolled no speci! Leneliers, hecanee ils function waa not 40 construct 
bot to eritiemn, AM the eanstitithons Uint havo boon recently 
established on anolaphysisal preiples giva a divecl sanction Lo 
this atato of things, an tla preambles with whieli they commence

Tut im order 
that tho fill worght of tho unanimona jedgimont may be (elt, v 
muat be announced hy somo reeagnised organ, ‘There mo, no douht, 
rare cases whoro tho dineel oxpiession of popular feeling 1 cnongh, 
Lut these are quile exceptional, ‘thus working mon and plulo- 
sophers avo mutually necesanvy, nob merely in tie creation of 
Public Opimon, hut also m most ensea nm the manifertation of 11 
Withont tho first, tho doctiino, however well oslablished, would 
not have sufficiont foree. Wothout tho second, 3t would usually hie 
too incolicrent to overcome tho ohatacler an tha constibntion of 
man ard of somaty, which mnako ib ko difficnlt to Wing practical 
hfo under the influenee of fixed prmeiples, 

Tu facl thin necessity for some syslenatic organ ta direct and 
givo offece to Puble Opimon, has always heen felt, aven amidst 
tho spiuitual anarchy which at presont amrounds ua, a ovory 
oceasion mm which guch opmion has played any intportant lee: 
For its affect on Uieso oceasions would havo been nult and voit but 
for some individual to take tho imlative and porsanal responmbility. 
‘Lhis x8 frequently voufied wn privato life by casea in which wo 
reo the opposite atate of things, wo aco ineiples which no ono 
would think of contesting, practically inadequate, for want of some 
tecognized authority to apply thom. Tt is a aciions doficioncy, 
whieh 18, howovot, compensated, thongh imporfer tly, hy tha greator 
facility of aitiving at the truth in such eases, and yy tro greater 
atrongth of tho sympathies which thoy enll forth Cut in public 
hfe, with its more difficult conditions and moro mnportant Oanan 
such entiro absence of syslomnlic wntovvontion could novor ho 
tolerated In all pubhe transnctiona syon now wo may porcorve 
tho partierpation of a spiritual authority of ono kind or other; the 
organs of which, though conatently varymg, sre in amost cnees 
metaphysicinns or liteiary non writing for tho press. ‘hue ovon 
in the present anarchy of feclings and convictions, Pubhe Oprmion 
cannot dispense with guides and mterpretera, Cuily ib has to bo 
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eontont with mon who nt Lhe bost can ouly ofter tho guarantes of 
porsounl respenaililily, wathont any selinblo soemity other fer tho 
stability of thois convictions or tho jmety of then foolmgs But 
now that the problem of organizing Public Opi has ones boen 
jnopoard by Moxilivistn, Le caunot remun long without a solution 
Ie plunly weduces itself to the jnmeaple of soparmting tho two 
sovial powers; just ua wo havo seen Umt the necessity of an 
established lor ine vested on tha wudagens principle of anparabing: 
theory from puactier [hts ela, on the one hand, that sound 
imtuiptututiog af anacal amt political vides, as ut the cuso of any 
other mb, miu only be faust by philosopheis engazed im tho 
aludy of the nulinal laws on which thay rest On the other hand 
these plitosuphot y inoules Ca presoive that bee bh antd goncernhivy 
of view which a Uten priveipal intallectial chara teristic, must 
abstain aevupulously Crane all regular participation in practienl 
afer, mul especlally from politcal hfe; on tho growed Uhat its 
gpecialsing tidtuonco wate soon mipan thon speculative sapasily, 
Aud such a caus ia eqnally neceseaty on mam gromda, Tt holps 
to pron ive puuily wf feohny and napa tality of character ; qualities 
csgonitinl Lo Unett idlienen upon puble as well ea upon piivute lilo, 

Such, in cuthne, 1 tho Vosilive Lheury of Uubho Open, In 
pao uf its Lire constiluont elemoity, tho Luebana, the Powor, 
aml the Organ,  sautinatyly connected with tho wholo question 
of apiriltink recyaizntion , or bloy, it forme tho simplest mods 
of viewing Clb peat wulyecl ATL the cascubinl parts of 1b are 
clogely yrluted to cach athar.  Vostlive principles, on the ono hand, 
cannot count on uoteh dutotial sippart, excopl fiom the wor lang 
classes , hese in tht din will for tha Lute royard Posstiviem 
ag Uw only dlouliinn with whielt Uhny cun nympatlisy, So, again, 
with Uhe philusephic ogaius of opunon; without tho Peoplo, thoir 
nocotgaty independence cumeb ha ostabheled or suatainod, ‘Lo 
our Litmreiy tanses Lha aapartion uf the two powors is inshuclivoly 
ropuyannl, heen ab woull lay duwn ayslematio limits to tho 
mowias winkiiion whith wo now suo im Ulam.

Tt 16 
quite truo Chit the Kolution of Uo prolilom which Communists aro 
now pulling forward, ia afill ae eaawntinlly political as Uint of thor 
provrecsania; ain Wis only modo by which thoy propose to 
rogitlato the olapleyment of proparly, is by a changa in tho modo 
of its lone, Shill ibis owing to thom thal the queahion of pro- 
porty ia ab Inal nowt for want for discussion: and tt is a quasiion 
which ao ovideutly noeds a mor) solution, the solution of ib by 
politicnl moans is at aticn so inindoquato and go doatrnotivo, that ib 
cannot long sontriue to bo dolitod, without loading Lo tho moro 
aatlsfnolory result olforod hy Poaitiviam. Mon will soe that {6 
forms a part of the inn) voganoration of opinion and of life, which

To do justico to Communiam, wo must lool ab tho gonorous 
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aympathies by wlnoh it is insprod, not at the shallow thoories in 
whigh those aympathies find expression provisionally, until circum. 
alances cnable thom to tako somo othor shapo. Our workany classos, 
caning bul yoy httle for motaphyscal principlos, do net attach 
nenily the same unportanco to Uieao theories as 14 duno by mon of 
litornry educrtion, As soon as thoy seo a botlo: way of bringing 
forward tho ponte on which thoy hinve auch Juzitinnto clams, 
thoy will vory soon adopt tho cleur and practical conveptions of 
Positiviam, which can be carnod out peaceably and pormancutly, in

charadtor, such 98 alnig-housos, fondling hospitals, ole. ; while 
yopnlm feoling sironyly and rightly condonins such institutions, ag 

ing incompatible with tat healthy growth of homo offoction 
which “er bo common to ull imika. 

Woe it not that Conmumsm is jrovssionally usoful in antagon- 
lang olhor doatimes oqually orroncous, 14 would have, thon, no roal 
impertanev, oxecpl that duo to tho motives winch originated 1;

haya, as Analotle long ago ebserved, tho marit of voluntary notion. 
By convérting private property into a puvlio function, wo would 
auhject it to no tyrannical interforence ; for this, by tho dostenction 
of {res impulse and rosponabihty, would prove moat dooply dograd- 
ing to man’s charneter.

Seientfie men ain moat asgsuiedly wiht for it, 
ospemolly m Finnes, whore the syst of Academies his uasrewed 
the mind, withorod tho foalings, and onervated the chainoter to 
anch an oxtont, that most of thom fail vt the condnet of common 
life, and nro utterly wnwoithy of the smallest port of muthonty, 
even in their own depni tient. 

All other clagses fniliyg ue, wo have to lool to tho workig olngs, 
winch has been loft mora froo Lo form brond viows, and in which 
the sonso of duty has boon bette cultivated, On listorcal giounds 
T foel convinced that the woikinen of Jrance aro nove likely (han 
any othe class to supply mon compotont for supreme powar, as 
long as tho spnitual iuteregmum Insta; Uthat 18, foi ab eae one 
gonoratron.

Bub this 18 no diaqualifieation 
for the supiomwe powar, or indood foi any of tho Inghor ofltece 
fo. which breadth of viow rathor than spccinl knowledge 18 
required, ‘Those may ba filled by working mon, whose good sense 
and modesty will al oneo load thom to choose thor agents for 
spocial dopartinents from the classes who havo uaunily fumehed 
thom bofoe Tho practical charactor and progioasive apiril of auol 
a govainment boing voyand suspicion, siete talont of whatever 
kind may bo mado available, oven in tho cage of mon who, if thoy 
had been placed in 4 hyhar position, would have proved thorvenghly 
hostile to republican iustituons Of all tho divererticcd olomonta 
of modorn aocicty, dhcro iw nob one which may not be of real 
service in asmating tho Lansition, Among soldioxs and magtatrates, 
for instance, thore aig many who wil jom tho pojwlay movoment, 
and becomo sincora supporters of 1opmblicanisin.

What thoy havo to 
dois enrofully to prolong the provis.onal syalom adeptod by tho

ailite not to {col pute i tho love of ono whoin wo piel bo all 
vthors Simcoe, thon, loving givos puror satisfaction thin beng 
loved, the snporionty of perfoctly cisinterostad affection is at once 
demonstrated, It is the Jundimontal defect of onr mubua, that 
mlunsically these affections aro far wenltor that tho aplhsh propan 
silica conucctal with the preservation of onr own axistenca, Unb 
whon thoy have anco bean aroused, even thongh the onginal 
shimulus may have been personal, thoy have greavar eapauily of 
growth, owing lo the peculiar chaim mheroul im thom — Josides, 
In tho oxereise of these foulnga, ntl of us can co opornto willl and 
encouage ono ancther, whereas tho rovorse i¥ lho caao with tho 
selfish inahnets.

Wall to umtate the habits of thaie amployuts, In ovory other 
respect tho people of Wastorn Europe hava a higher souse of their 
duhes to women than the uppor elassos, Tnelced there mo fow of 
thom who would not bo aslumod of tho batharity of subjocting 
women to then present burdensome occupations, 1f Lhe prcaent alato 
of our jndustnal system allowed of its abolition Mut it is chiolly

tions of tra affection, purity of lifa Tn all ulhur iespects Chivalry 
was conslaudly opposed by the Catholic syplom ; wineli was so 
austoro and anti-social, that ib could not sanction manmgo oxcopt 
ag an infirmly which ib was necessary to tolurate, mt which was 
hazardous Lo porsonal salvation, Jivon its wiles of purity, valuable 
as they wero, weic ofton weakonad by intorested imolives which 
senously impaired theit vahio, Consequontly, notwithstending all 
tho noblo and leng continued offoits of or medimval aneostors, 
the mshtution of Vie worship of Womnn was vory impoifectly 
offested, capocially in its iclation Lo public life, Whatever Cutholio 
npologiats may aay, thore 1s ovory rouson 10 beliovo thatif Fondalam 
could haye areon boforo tho dechno of Polythoisin, tho influence 
of Cavalry would have been greater, 

It was resarved for tho mory comprohonsive system of Positivism,

Tt isa doatrmo whieh unites ell 
Individuals nud all gonerations ; and when ib has hoeomo more 
familiu to us, ib wall alimulato avery ono to cnll his doarest 
momonrs 14 life; tho spit of tho system bemg that tho private 
life of tha very hunilest ailiven ae a close welalion to ins pubhe 
duty, Wo all loow low intelluctual eulluva enables us to livo 
with om gieal prodocorsors of the Muldlo Ages and of Antiquity, 
almost ns wo aliuld do with absoul fiends, And if yitelleet ean 
do so much, will it net ber fav onaier for Cho alrong pession of Lovo 
fo offvot this ideal vam reotion } We have already many matrnees 
whoo wholo nations have shown strong sympathies or antipathios 
to groal histotion! mutica, ospecially whon thei mfluonco was alill 
monatly fat, "Phera is 1x0 pensar why a private life should not 
produco tha rama olleet npon tise who have hoon brought into 
coninol wilh it, Mort culurn has hoon conducted hithorto on 
such uneablisfaclory principles, that wo cen hardly form an adoqnate

impulso Low wall become far abrongor, and it will he vocogmacd ns 
a syatomnutic principle mn ptivato as woll as im public life, Ivon 
tho Futuro 1 not oxcludod fiom ils apphention Wo may hve 
with thoay who avo nol yol bere; a thing jiapossiblo only ull n

VPuble nesomblayo m_ the 
tamples of Itmnanity may aliongthen and stimulate feclings of 
devotion, but canal orgmate thom, Unless ench worshipper has 
felt in ins own person deep and reverential love for those Lo whom 
our highest affections aio duo, a public serviea in honour of women 
would be nuthing bit a repetition of ummeaning formas, But 
those whoso diily custom i has boen to give expression to auch 
feolings in scciet, will gaan, by assembling toyothies, all tho benoflt 
of more mftonse and more exalted sympathy Tiny Inst letter to 
lice who 3s fo. ever ming, T snd: “ Anidst tho heaviest anaialles 
which Love cun bring, J have never censcd Lo feel tat the one 
thing essentinl to bappiness is thal the heart shall bo always nobly 
oceupiod”, And now that wo are separalell by Death, daily 
exporianod confirms this truth, which 1s moreover in exacl accard- 
nneo with the Positive theory of human nawre ‘Withont porsonal 
oxparionas of Leyo no public eclobraton of it, can bo sincao.

A signal instance 16 tho Mmid of 
Oiloang, whose hewn asved Fianco m tho fiflomth contuary, 
Our grenb kam Lous XT. apphed very proporly to the Popo for

the onstavemant of Franco would havo myolveil tho loss of all tho 
influones winch France hag oxorciseil us tho contro af tho advanced 
nations of Buropo, Moreovor, as none of them mo altogether cloar 
from tho disgiaco of detracting, os Vollairs tins «lono, from hor 
charactor, all should aid in tho ropatation af it which Positivian 
propeses to institute, So far from hor apathvous having an 
Inguitous offock on fomalo chametor, 1b will afford an opporiunity 
of pomling out the anomalona nature of hor cnreor, and tho varity 
of tho conditions winoh alono could justily it Tt in a fresh proof 
of tho acdyantagos accrumg to Moarnlity fiom the ralative ohaincto 
of Positivian, winch onnables 1b to appreemte oxcoptionnl cages 
withoul wealoning tho rulos.

Wo havo scon ile nocersity for mon as an unlor- 
mediate step townids tho worslip of Itnmonity ; nnd womon, 
stronger though thou sympathios aro, stand, ib may ho, m nod of 
amdnar propmation Yet cortainly tho direotion takon should bo 
somewhnt different What is wanted ts that ench sex should 
aliongthon the moral quahtics in which 1t 16 natinally dofleiont 
Eno gy 18 0 charaotomutic fonturo of Humanily as woll ns Sympathy; 
ag ia woll shown by tho double moaning of tho word eart. 
Man Sympathy 18 the worker olomont, and ib requires constant 
oxorciso, Jhia ho gains by oxmession of his feolings of rovoronco 
for Woman, In Woman, on tho othor hand, tho dofootfvo quahty 
18 Jinorgy , 80 that, should any apocial proparation for tho worslyp 
of Tumanity bo noodod, 1b should lo such ns to alrongthen courage 
rathor than sympathy. But my sox rondes no incompotont to 
entor farthor nto the secrot wanls of Woman's heart, ‘Lhoory indi- 
entos a blawk Inthorio unnoticed, but doos nob ounblo ino to fill it.

Catholivisin has hean moro auccessfn in vosialing Protestantisin aud 
Doiam, at will ho attended with loss injurious consoquonees Tf 
Frances wis spatied the Calvimelic stago, Unera seems 10 roason why 
Italy aud ovo Spatn alot uot bo sparot Volimriansm Asa 
componralion fur this appuront stagnation, thoy might pnas at onco 
from Cutholiciam to Vosutivirin, without halting fur any longth of 
tine at tho noyrtivo aligo., ‘They countrics could not have origin- 
ated the now philoranphy, owing to thoir insuficient piroparation ; 
but ag aoon as it hua takon roots Finuee, thay wall probebly accopt 
it with oxtroino rapidlly, Diteet attacks upon Catholicisin will not 
bo nesconnry. The now religion will simply put itself mto com. 
polilion wilh tho oll by porforming {no botlor way the samo fine- 
lions that Catholicwin fulllla now, ov has fulfilled 1n past limos. 
All eviderica, capectatly lhe ovidlonco of tho poota, yoos to novo 
thot boforo Litthot's tinto, theia was leas boliof in tho South of 
Eurcopo, cutainly tors in Ttaly, than in tho Noith. And Catholie- 
win, WU nll rts regiskinco Lo tho progress of thonght, has nevor 
boon ablo really to revive tho heliof in Christlamly — Wo speak of 
Tialy and Spain ax Teas advattert; bab the truth ts that they ouly 
oling lo Catholioisin because rt satisfies thoi moral and social wants 
bottor than nuy syalom with whch thoy no acquainted. Morally 
thoy have snore ulMnily to Positivism than other nations , bucnuay 
thor fcolings of fiatornity linvo not beon wenkonotl by tho industrial 
dovelopinent whicl has dono so imuch harm ni Protestaut countries 
Tnlolluotually, bo, they aro lesa livstilo to tho primary jtinoiplo of 
Positive Volity ; Wio soparation of spiritual and temporal powor 
And thotafors thoy will welcome Pontivisn ns soon as thoy 800 
that in all ossoutinl fentiros 1b equals and stipasses tho modioval 
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church Now ns this question ja almost ontirely a morn ons, thor 
convictions tn tis rospeeb will dopond far moro upon Teoling than 
upon argument  Conscquontly, bho worle of converting them to 
Poaitivism 18 ono for which womon aro pecuharly adapial Pog. 
tivism has beon communicated to England by men,  Iolland, too, 
which has boon the vanguard of Gounnany ocr sineo tho Middle 
Ages has beon mulated m tho samo way stall mors officionly But 
its jutrodnction im Italy and Spar wall depart upon Lhe womon af 
those countrics , and the appeal to thom mual como, not fron a 
Tronchinan, bunt from a Vronchwomen; for heart must apenak to 
heart Would that these fow words nnght onablo othors to a pre- 
cinlo the mestimadle worth of the colleague whom 1 had intended 
to wiilo gach an uppeal ; and thal they might stimulato somo ono

Aheady, then, tere is ground for oncoungoment  Aheady wwe 
havo ono alrilany matanca of a woman ready Lo cvo-apernts in the 
pinoaiilen’ movomont, which assigns to her sex a miavion of tho 
lighest sonal conaequenco ns tho preludo to tho funotion for winch 
in tho noimnl stato they aro destined Such an mealaneo, viongh 
ib mny scom now exceptional, docs but anticipalo what will ono 
day bo umvoienl. thghly gifted natmos pass through tho same 
phases na othas; only they undergo them eaihor, and so become 
guides for the i¢et Tho sacred fiend of whom I speak lind 
nothing thal apecinlly digposod hor to aceopt Positivism, oxeopt the 
beauty of hor mind and character, promaturcly ripenod hy sorrow. 
Hnd sho beon an untaught working woman, it would porhaps have 
beon sill casio for hor lo graap the goneial apuil of the now phi- 
losonhy and its social purposa, 

Tho reeult of this chaplor 16 to show tho affinity of tho ayatoma 
tic oloment of tho modifying power, as reprosented by philosophors, 
wilh womon who form ils sympathotic clemont, an aminily not less 
closo than dbab with the peoplo, who conshtuto ite synorgsic olomont, 
Tho organization of mornl foreo 1s based on the allinnco of plloao- 
phera with tho people ; but tho aclicgion of women 18 neeesaary 
to its compotion, Wibh tho inion of all dues, tho vegonointion of 
society bogins, and tho revolution is bought toa oloav Bunt mora 
thin this. thoir union ia at oneo an manguralion of tho Mnal ordor 
of society. Lach of theao tlueo olanonty will bo aaling agit will 
bo ealted upon to act in tho normal stato, and will ho occupying ite 
permanont position relatively to tho temporal powor, Lhe phuilo- 
sophic class whose woik it ia to combina tho action of the othor 
two classes, will find yaluable assistance from womon in ovory famly, 
oa woll es powerful co-sporation from the people im every city. 
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Tho rosult will lo a vnion of all who aro precluded from politieal 
administration, amstiluled for the prnpowe of judging all practical 
measures by tho fixed iiles of universal morality Exceptional 
cages will avigo when moral influonce is msufliciont: in theao it will 
bo necoasary’ for tho people ta iuterfero activoly. But philosophora 
and womon aro dispousel from such mierforonce, Direct action 
would bo most mjiiions to Lett powers of aympathy ot of thonght, 
Thoy can only yuesuive bheso powets by koopmg elem of all poai- 
tious of political nuthoitly. 

Bul wlole the moral force resndting from the combined action of 
women atl ef the puuple, will Lo moro officrent then that of tho 
Middlo Ages, tho systematic organs of that forea will find their 
wok one of goat dilliculty, Thigh powars of mlellect are required ; 
and a hieat woithy of such intollest, To avoure tho support of 
wonton, and the co eporahion of tho peaplo, they must have the 
ayrapablly and pity of thin fret, the chorgy and disintorestednoss 
of tho socond. Such natu no rara, yot withont them tho now 
gmritnal power cannot ollain that ascoudency ovot society to which 
Positiviam aspuos. Atl with all tho agencies, physical or moral,

yot remaina ‘The view horo inkon of human Ifo ns regenovated 
by Us combination of ofloits, would bo incomploto if 1t did nat 
inoludo an additional oloment, with which Postiviein, as T havo 
new to show, ia no leas compotont to deal. Wo havo spokon already 
of tho pluco which Rengon occupies in om nature, ils function 
being to subordinate itsolf to Feoling for the hoebter gindaneo of the 
Activo powers But im tho normal atato of oni nature it has also 
anothor funolion , that of regulaloig and stimnlating Imagination, 
without yielding passive obodicnce to 1t = ‘Lhe osthetic faculties nro 
far Loo important to bo disrogarded in tho normal atuto of Wumanity , 
thoreforo thoy must not vo onntted from tho syatom wel: arma to 
intioducs that state, Thero is a strong but groundless jrojuches 
that in this rcepect ab least Positiviem will bo found wanting 
Yet it furmshies, as may readily bo shawn, the only tine foundation 
of modern Art, which, simco tho Middle Ages, lings beon eultivatet 
without fixed prinaiples o1 lofty purpose. 

Tho romoach that Positivisni is incompaliblo with Art nnses 
simply from tho fact that almost overy ono 14 in the habrt of con. 
founding tho plilosophy itsolf with the screntifle studies on which 
itis based The chargo only apphios to tho positive apnié in ite 
prohiminary phaso of disconnected specialities, a pliaso which 
sclontific mon of tho prosont day aro making sneh mischovous 
efforts to prolong. Nothing can bo move fatal lo Une uo mits than 
tho narrow viows, tho ovoiatraining of analysis, tho abuso of the 
reasoning faculty, which oharnctoriyo the seicutifle invostigetion 
of tho presont day ; to say nothing of thoi injunous offeots upon 
moral progross, tho frat condition of cstholic devolopment, But 
all theso dofccts neccssatily disappear whon the Positive spitit 
becomes nore comprohonsivo and systematic , which 1s tha cneo 23 
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thor bo to give nw faithfnl and complelo tepresantation of lwinan 
naturo under its unlividinl, and still moro undor is acral, aspects 
Hlithorlo Voritive Sewnvo has uvyicdedt theso tivo eubyccls: bul their 
charm aa stich tint, when Ue atady of thom has been ones begin, 
it cannot fal ta ho prosecuted will ndour, and thor propor placo 
in tho constitution of Alan and of Soctoty will then bo recogmecd, 
Reason hus been slivores el for a long timo from Teelmg and Linegina- 
tion, Wut, with Wis wcne eomplote and syatematio culture how }r0- 
posed, they will hu ve-umited. 

To thase who hava aindiul the foregoing chapters with attention, 
the virw Unt the now philosophy is unfavonmble to Art, will be 
obvionaly unjust, Supposing over Unb thero wow no important 
functions aperially aagued Lo tho fino arts in the Positive systcin, 
yob ndueetly, tha lending poniples of tho syatom, its social pur- 
pose, and thes tufhumneos hy which it is propagated, aro all most 
conduoive to tha interrsta of Ail ‘Lo domouatrate, a3 Positisiam 
alono of all phulajplites ling dono, tha subordmation of tho intellect 
to tho heat, und tho depondencu of the umty of lumen nataro 
upon Healing, is to utimuhtle the extholie facultics, borawe Feeling 
ws thor ius satiron, 'J’o prapotl a social doctrine by which tho 
Rovolvtion is bronght Lon closo, ip to ronove the principal obstacle 
to the growth of Ait, und lo opon n witlo fold and a firm foun- 
dation for it, by oatablislong fixed principles and modes of lifo; 
in tho absonce of which Pouliy can lmve nothing noble to namo

{nil to feel nsmrations for all that is lughest, in the world around

Tn ovary operation that mun under 
takas, ho must nnaginé before ho oxesutes, ns he anual obsarve 
before ho ningines, Io can never prodneco a rosult whieh ho hos 
not conceived first in ng own wnnd.

noccesity can not be logs in problems of such fm greator intricnay. 
Accordingly we aco that, notwithstanding tho empnrieal condition 
in winch political art has hitherto existail, evory great cliango has 
beon ushered in, one or two conturies beforchand, by an Ulopla 
bearing somo onnlogy to it. It was tho produot of the osthotto 
vonine of Humamty woking undor an unpetfcat senso of ita con- 
chhons and reqnitements, Positiviem, far Nott lnying an interdict 
on Utopiag, tends rathor to fachtate tle employment and thai 
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on Utonas, fonds rather to freilitata their employment and thoir

Inally, wo come to Lhe Polytheists of India , and with them the 
jncos poration of tho White race will bo campleto, Already so soo 
aomg spontaneous tendonoles in this direchion. Although from 
axcoptional causes ‘Llieocrney lina boon prosoived in Inca, there 
oxiat ron) ports of contact with Poatlivian ; and in thes roapoct the 
assialungs of Poisia will be of gorvico, It is the peculiar puvilego 
of tho Positive doulrino that, taking so complete a view of human 
devolopmonl, ib is nlwaya ablo to approcinte the moat anciont 
forme of aoclal life at Lhoir trno worth, 

Tn thoge tires atages of Postviat propagation, the Council will 
linvo ologtod the frat ha}f of its foreign associates ; admitting sne- 
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vt adhoionts may soon be obtainel for ‘Lurtary, Chiim, Japan, and
